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Collecting New Collectors

There is plenty of worry about the future of coin collecting as a hobby, especially with the rise in cashless payments that 
was exacerbated by two years of social distancing. How can we attract younger collectors? This has been a topic of 
concern for coin clubs for decades. | found a Chicago Coin Club meeting summary in the ANA’s The Numismatist February 
1920 magazine, describing their December 1919 meeting: 


The Secretary read a paper written by Theodore J. Venn, entitled ‘‘On | 
Creating a Permanent Interest in Numismaties."’ This paper led to consid- 
erable discussion of ways to interest young collectors in coins, and to strive 
to bring them into the Club. | 


This is not to say that declining membership in coin clubs and participation in coin shows is not a pressing matter, but 
it illustrates that clubs have struggled with the topic for a hundred years or more. Quite obviously, with fewer young 
collectors coming up through the ranks, there are fewer numismatists with whom to share the hobby. And those hoping to 
turn a profit when they sell their collection would surely benefit from the demand of a growing collector base rather than a 
shrinking one. 


Are the young kids even interested? Let’s consider some scenarios.

Just as back then, this sort of thing doesn’t allie 25 cent dood dollar [Pngi By 
resonate with every child, but does land with some. 


Second, there are those who look down into their change and notice something odd: either foreign coins that at first 
glance could pass for local coins, or circulating commemoratives that spark an interest and possibly a need to complete a 
set. Canada’s Centennial coins of 1967 are an excellent example, with each denomination having a special design for the 
year. My mom pulled one of each from circulation and set them aside. Canada then did a Canada-125 Provincial quarter 
series in 1992 (which | traded with coworkers during university) and then the Millennial series of 1999 and 2000. | recall 
in the years leading up to the 2010 Winter Olympics, | traded quarters with fellow train passengers and helped to finish 
their kids’ collections. | still have a hand-written thank-you note from one family. We then had the Legendary Nature 
series of 2011 and in 2012, the War of 1812 Bicentennial series. More than a dozen one-off designs have been release 
over the years as well.

Nanna collected Mountie quarters for years. She had all of her grandchildren 
putting them away for her, and many different Becker's stores were putting 
them aside for her as well. We had no idea how large the collection was until 
it came time for her to move out of her apartment and into a retirement home. 
She had many shoe boxes full of Mountie quarters in every cupboard (all 
rolled), and as such, for years we could anticipate a roll of Mountie quarters in 
the bottom of our Christmas stocking. 


The final surprise was after Nanna died. In her will there was mention of a 
safety deposit box at one of the large banks, the downtown office. None of us 
knew anything about the safety deposit box and we wondered if it was 
precious documents, heirlooms or something else. My aunt Judi went to 
retrieve it with all of the necessary documentation. When the bank staff 
pulled the box out of the wall she almost fell over from the weight of it. It was 
full to the brim with Mountie quarters. Thank you Nanna, the final gift is the 
story.

Australia issued 20-cent, 50-cent and 1-dollar coins in 2001 for the Centenary of Aus- 
tralia’s Federation, and then three alphabet series of dollar coins in 2019, 2021 and 
2022. This autumn, the Royal Australian Mint (RAM) issued three different coins in the 
set with the letters “A, U and S” each with a mintage of 6,000,000. RAM’s authorized 
distributor Woolworths Grocers released limited-edition $2 and $2 coins featuring Com- 
monwealth Games designs and themes, ahead of the international multi-sport event in 
Birmingham. There were three designs of the $2 coin with a new coin design released 
each week starting with July 20tn, 2022. Four additional $1 coins in a 7-coin collector 


album were exclusively available at the supermarket for $15 an album, with the designs featuring various sorts Australia 
will compete in at the Games. Of course other countries have gotten in to the game as well. These coin hunts are great 
fun, and maddening for the completist (but in a good way). Several folks on YouTube have made decent income by attract- 
ing thousands of subscribers who watch them hunt for special commemoratives and share the thrill of finding rarities in 


coin rolls and bags.

Third are those who stumble across a YouTube channel and catch the excitement simply by watching others pick 
through coins. One such channel is Christopher Collects (https://www.youtube.com/channel/UCv8Po8UR90fhPhPCLjz1d8Q), with 
over 70,000 subscribers and 18-million views. Christopher is a 30-year-old collector in southern England, who posts a 
video everyday. Mondays and Thursdays are hunts through £500 of £2 coins; Tuesdays and Fridays are hunts through 
£250 of 50p coins; Wednesdays are a fan letters segment; Saturdays are hunts through £100 of 10p coins while doing 
a Q&A; and Sundays are hunts through all the world coins sent in by loyal fans. Not a bad side hustle! Letters to Christo- 
pher (Christophersstamps@gmail.com) make it clear that many of his viewers are young kids tuning in and getting into the 
hobby.

A fourth way into collecting might be via folders designed to be filled by a collector, assuming such folders are available. 
The Scholastic coin folder | showed on 2-pages earlier to this page, is similar to coin folders that list all the varieties by 
year or even mint mark. Many mature collectors speak fondly of filling Whitman coin folders in their childhood, back 
when such folders were readily available everywhere. Today, Whitman folders can be ordered from coin supply stores, 
but even chains like Walmart Canada offer these (only through online ordering, and only for the American coins). 
Similarly, Chapters-Indigo lists only two folders, and again they are for American coins and neither is in stock or 
available. You no longer find Whitman folders at grocery, hardware, and department stores (remember when Eaton’s 
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had a large supply). For Canadian coinage, we do have colourful Kascade Coin Albums, and Uni-safe Albums 
available from dealers / at shows / at flea markets / hobby shops, such as Colonial Acres Coins. Additionally, 
Whitman Publishing has a series of Canada Coin Albums. Whitman also puts out so many USA Albums, they cover 
over 30-website pages. Canada has several authorized Whitman distributors, as well as online (such as Amazon) 
handling both the aloums for Canada and USA. Gardmaster Canada and USA, and Yokama Canada, USA and 
Foreign (country specific) Albums and Vista Canada Album are available from several dealers such as Trajan Coin 


& Stamp Supplies.

LAOS New Banknotes

The Bank of Lao PDR (BOL), the central bank announced that it has printed 
new editions of the 10,000 and 20,000 kip banknotes. With the presence of 
MeMAUECH) add aro the Deputy-Governor Madame Vathana Dalaloy, the bank’s Head of Office, 
BANK OF THELAO PDR Mr. Phetsathaphone Keovongvichit, and Director-General of the Publishing 
i) Department, Mr. Bounthavy Soukdavong, announced the introduction of the 

new banknotes at a press conference on Friday, 14* October 2022. 


The new notes are better protected against counterfeit, more attractive and 
are more easily distinguishable from other denominations notes. 


The banknotes have several features that make them harder to counterfeit. The national emblem of the Lao PDR glows 
yellow when placed under a red light; when exposed to light the watermarks of President Kaysone Phomvihane and the 
numbers can be clearly seen on both the front and back sides. Another feature is that the numbers 10,000 and 20,000 
on the front will change colour when the banknotes 
are flipped. 


The new banknotes can be used alongside the old 
2003 notes, which will remain in circulation and 
can be used as normal. The central bank will make 
more changes to other banknotes in the future, to 
make them more durable and better protected 
against forgery to help reduce the risk of counter- 
feiting.

New Mystery Boxes from a Mint 


This year the Pobjoy Mint introduced new Limited Edition 2022 Mystery Boxes for Christmas. What an interesting twist, is 
this how a Mint sells off excess coins before year-end? The bundles are apparently up to 50% off retail value, and contain 
a selection of Silver, Cupro-Nickel and Mixed Metal Coins. Some boxes contain products no longer available to purchase 
as well as some Christmas coins, which have been selected at random between all types of boxes. The Silver Mystery Box 
contains 3 Silver coins with a retail value of £180 with savings over 50%. The Cupro-Nickel Mystery Box has 4 Cupro- 
Nickel coins with a retail value of £60 with savings over 30%. The Mixed Mystery Box has 3 Silver Coins, 3 ee Nickel 
Coins, and 1 Mixed Metal Coin with a retail value of £240 with savings —— 


over 40%. If you are gifting the boxes as Christmas presents, then it likely 
doesn’t matter that you don’t know the contents, but if you are acquiring 
to grow your own collection, you could end up with doubles, and may be 
disappointed. It will be curious to see how well this program goes this 


year, and whether the Mint returns the program next year.
